In the war ha^ainst Germany the 
propaganda idea of the British car­ 
ried the hall mark of superiority. Per­ 
haps the French, having the enemy 
on their soil, were too close to the bit­ 
terness of the sir ? gle to sit down 
calmly and to study out v.hat the ef­ 
fect of a bit of propaganda might 
have in Fritz's mind by 
imagining 
themselves temporarily as an aver­ 
age Teuton. 
The British campaign against the 
German morale was superbly adricit. 
It was beginning to count at its best 
about the time our troops entered the 
lines. 
We inherited their experience 
and largely adopted their methods. 
We showered the air with the print 
ed menus of our prisoner’s dinners. 
We sent the Germans póst-cards to 
be "signed and preserved” so tfcai they 
could be sent back to their families 
within twenty-four hours after they 
were taken prisoners. 
I myself saw 
in the Argonne, a batch of about 2,000 
prisoners coming back to the cages, 
and about seventy per cent were car­ 
rying these post cards. 
They

signed them before they had surren­ 
dered. 
The cornerstone idea of the 
British campaign was: Lvery item j>f 
fact issued to Jerry must always be 
conservative and understated. The re­ 
sult of this policy was to secure the 
German soldier’s belief jn what he^ 
read whenever he found a pamphlet. 
Day by day maps and literature flut­ 
tered down upon him, and be discover­ 
ed consistently that the new* toa* 
cerning his own sector, with which 
he was familiar, was never exagger­ 
ated. 
Consequently he was put into 
believing state of mind, and he was 
fertile to receive any number of oth­ 
er suggestions. 
The brains of the European propa­ 
ganda bureaus, which had studied out 
and executed these war campaigns, 
found themselves mo'ollized after the 
armistice for the peace campaigns. 
They were ready and 
waiting 
for 
eventualities. 
Looking into the back spaces upon 
the hour when President Wilson first 
landed in France, and remembering 
his really extraordinary reception by 
the peoples of France, England and 
Italy, the then time belief that Ainer 
ica had a dominating prestige was not 
to bumptious ss it now seems.

American program appeared to be 
bobbing along the current like a cork. 
It was the most conspicuous thing in 
dfcht. But down underneath the sur­ 
face were the real forces, and not the 
least was the power of steadily work­
